Then the fans were started in the hop e 
of clearing the galleries that search 
for the three hu ndred or more bodies 
of the miners entombed Satu rday af­ 
ternoon might go on. 
Su ddenly the 
flames were rekindled, flames p ou ring 
ou t of the stables where the fire start­ 
ed. Insp ector James Tay lor and R. Y. 
Williams wTere being low’ered into the 
shaft when they discov ered the flames 
abou t 100 feet from the bottom and 
toward the ex it shaft. They signalled 
for an ascent and ordered the fire de­ 
p artment at work. 
The water p ower 
wTas insu fficient and within a sort time 
the shaft wa.s sending forth v olu mes 
of smoke and the heat became ex ces­ 
siv e. 
All hop e of fu rther ex p loration in 
the mine was abandoned and ex p erts 
say it will be sev eral day s before any 
fu rther effort to reach the entombed 
miners can be made. 
Shortly after the mine was re-sealed 
the officials annou nced that carbonic 
acid gas and steam will be forced 
throu gh p ip es to the bottom of the 
mine.

BUY VOTING MACHINES. 


(New Castle Times.) 
In accordance with the advertised 
letting of a contract for twenty vot­ 
ing machines, the commissioners met 
in special session Monday morning to 
open and consider bids. 
There was but one bid, that of the 
Empire Voting Machine company of 
Rochester, New York, manufacturers 
of the U. S. Standard voting machine. 
The bid on the twenty machines 
was $750 each, a total of $15,000, 
which was accepted, and the contract 
entered into. The machines are to be 
delivered September 1, 19 10, in order 
to be placed in the different precincts 
in ample time for the election of No­ 
vember. 
It is the general impression that 
three more machines will be required 
to properly accommodate the voters 
of the county, and if this is found 
necessary these will be rented, tem­ 
porarily. 
In the estimate as
